Formal dedication of the new 
Sierra Mesa School, which re¬ 
ceived its first students Sept. 
13 at the corner of Highland 
and Canon, will begin at 2 p. 
m. Sunday with brief ceremon¬ 
ies followed by a tea to be 
served to the public by the 
PTA under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Harvey Preston. 

After the program, to be held 
at the south porch of the 
school, those attending also 
will be invited to tour the new 
buildings that include the city’s 
temporary public library. 

Highlight of the ceremonies 
will bo an address by Severin 
L. Sorensen, past president of 
the Educational Research Com¬ 
mittee that contributed much 
toward promoting the success¬ 
ful bond election in 1953 that 
raised the $242,000 necessary to 
build the school. 

Although the general public 
is invited, special invitations 
have been sent to Mayor 
Charles E. Louk, members of 
the City Council, Sierra Madre 
pastors, presidents of all local 
organizations, past officers of 
the PTA, past members of the 
board of trustees, representa¬ 
tives from St. Rita’s School and 
Church of the Ascension Day 
School, the Community Nurse¬ 
ry School, the architect and 
contractors. 

Also on the special guest list 
are representatives from the 
Pasadena City Schools and the 
County Schools office, past 
principals and supervisors of 
Sierra Madre City School, hon¬ 
orary life members of the PTA, 
members of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
members of the Citizens School 
Bond committees.

Withdrawal of Protests Must 
Be Made by November 23 


The City of Sierra Madre is willing to pick up the tab for 
approximately one-third the cost, or an amount not to exceed 
$10,000, towards the proposed street improvements on Ramona 
Ave. from Hermosa to Park; Fairview Ave. from Michillinda to 
a point 150 feet east of Sunnyside; Carter Ave. from Lima to a 
point 145 feet west of Hermosa; a 270 foot portion of Michillinda 
Blvd. and a section of Manzanita Ave. between Hermosa and 
Lima. 

This decision was reached at 
a special meeting of Council 
members Friday evening and 
was announced to the more 
than 50 persons who were pres¬ 
ent Monday night at City Hall 
for the hearing on the proposed 
improvements. 

MANY FACTORS INVOLVED 

Mayor Louk who read the re¬ 
sult of the Council’s Friday 
night study, said that the de¬ 
cision is based on a number of 
factors, including those of 
health and safety and the 
many objections on the part of 
property owners because of the 
costs involved in the street as¬ 
sessments. 

It was also pointed out that 
the benefits to be derived by 
the improvement of the streets 
are not only for residents, but 
for all other persons using the 
thoroughfares. Council m e ru¬ 
bers made it clear that this 
action is not to be regarded 
as established policy. 

Nov. 23 Deadline 
If as a result of Monday 
night’s announcement, property 
owners who have protested the 
improvements wish to reverse 
their opinions, it is essential 
that they present THEIR WRIT¬ 
TEN WITHDRAWAL OF PRE¬ 
VIOUS PROTESTS before the 
time of the next Council meet¬ 
ing, 8 p.m. Tuesday, Nov. 23. 

If such notification is not re¬ 
ceived in writing by the Nov. 
23 deadline, no improvements 
will be made on the section 
on Ramona Ave., from Lima to 
Park or on scheduled sections 
of F’airview and Carter Ave¬ 
nues. 

The improvements along Ra¬ 
mona from Hermosa to Lima 
and a section of Michillinda 
Blvd. will proceed as originally 
outlined, the city bearing about 
1/3 of the cost. Additionally, 
the work on Manzanita will be 
included in the city’s 1/3 ap¬ 
propriation. 

If the present proposal is re¬ 
jected, other alternatives are 
possible, such as paving only, 
without curbs and gutters, or 
paving without gutters but 
with curbs. 

Bevington, pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that if anyone of the al¬ 
ternatives is desired, the pro¬ 
cess of petitioning and holding 
hearings must start all over 
again. The present proposal 
must be passed or rejected as 
it stands on Nov. 23. 

Both the Mayor and Beving¬ 
ton emphasized the need for 
all three improvements, ex¬ 
plaining that if only paving 
were done it would not be sa¬ 
tisfactory as the street sweep¬ 
er cannot do a complete job and 
that water erosion will break 
down the paving if there are 
no curbs. 

Councilman Harold Roberts 
said: “Throughout Southern 

California curbs are almost al¬ 
ways required of new subdi¬ 
visions. This is the first time 
the city has shared the cost 
with the residents, and we feel 
that the three improvements 
are definitely necessary.” 

Mayor Louk reminded the 
audience that the improve¬ 
ment will increase the “sale¬ 
able value of the property 
much more than the cost.”

The pin was 
given to Mrs. Tompkins' moth¬ 
er by Juliet, a favorite pupil 
of hers when she was a teacher 
in New York in 1866. It came 
into Mrs. Tompkins' possession 
upon the death of her mother 
and while she does not know 
anything more about Juliet, we 
know that she was a girl of 
great generosity. And so fare¬ 
well to Juliet, the Generous! 


The recently formed Ceme¬ 
tery Committee is meeting with 
great success as it enters its 
third week of existence. Mrs. 
Rudolph Hartman, treasurer of 
the group, reports that she has 
received a considerable sum of 
money from Jot owners and 
other persons interested in see¬ 
ing the long neglected ceme¬ 
tery property renovated. She al¬ 
so says that much more finan¬ 
cial assistance is still needed 
to continue a program of main¬ 
tenance. 

A spokesman for the group

The water has been turned 
on and the general work of 
cleaning the debris and trim¬ 
ming the trees will be under¬ 
taken as the fund for the cem¬ 
etery care is increased. 

Formation of the Cemetery 
Committee is the outgrowth of 
a survey made by the Co¬ 
ordinating Council, which for 
several months has sought an 
answer to the problem of set¬ 
ting up an organization which 
would keep the cemetery in 
respectable condition. The 
Council invited lot owners to 
attend a meeting two weeks 
ago and from this meeting has 
come the Cemetery Committee 
from which it is believed a 
permanent organization can be 
formed.

Sierra Madre suffered prac¬ 
tically no damage during the 
rain storms on Thursday and 
Friday when 1.89 inches of rain 
fell here. 

Some trouble was encoun¬ 
tered along a portion of Wood¬ 
land Drive in Sierra Madre 
Canyon when water carrying 
mud and debris came from 
Yucca Trail. The northeast end 
of town along the eastern end 
of Grandview received some 
mud and debris from the out¬ 
flow of West Canyon, clogging 
two storm drains just east of 
the bridge over little Santa 
Anita Wash.

Optimistic on 
Flood Control 


Sand and Sandbags

Are your sandbags ready in 
case of storm? There’s plenty 
of sand waiting for you and 
sandbags, too, City Administra¬ 
tor Lawrence Bevington said 
this week. 

Sand can be obtained from the 
lot in the rear of the City Park 
(southeast of Woman’s Club¬ 
house) with the entrance on 
Mariposa between Hermosa 
and Lima, he said. 

Sandbags can be obtained lo¬ 
cally from the Sierra Madre 
Hardware Co., Arnold’s Hard¬ 
ware or the E. K..Wood Lumber 
Co., for 15 cents each. 


Rep. Edgar W. Hiestand ex¬ 
pressed great optimism for the 
flood control during the com¬ 
ing winter months after in¬ 
specting the dams above Sierra 
Madre which protect the City 
as well as Arcadia. 

In a visit to the NEWS office, 
he stated that he believes the 
threat of major disaster to Si¬ 
erra Madre and Arcadia is now 
largely averted. 

“While residents must be on 
the alert for movement of mud 
and must accordingly protect 
their property, the threat of 
major disaster from violent 
floods, including rocks and 
boulders, is now past,” said 
Hiestand. 

“The Floral Canyon Crib- 
Dam was rushed to completion 
last summer and now the For¬ 
est Service has completed the 
Lannan Canyon Dam protecting 
those two areas, although there 
is still some work necessary to 
protect the run-off from the 
latter. 

“The three great Corps of En¬ 
gineers projects for hich we 
were able to get $1,200,000 ap¬ 
propriated by the 83rd Congress 
. . . Bailey, Auburn and Carter 
Canyons . . . are now about 
4/5ths completed and work is 
being rushed. I inspected them, 
both before and after the storm, 
and hasten to assure the resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre that they 
are now in shape to withstand 
any storm rushing from the 
bare mountain sides, except 
possibly a gigantic cloudburst 
far greater than any in recent 
history. 

“The only adverse result of 
the past storm was the delay 
of the work on these dams,” 
said Hiestand. “They are sched¬ 
uled for completion Dec. 15th

Answering the bombing 
problem Col. Morrison reports 
that to care for five times our 
population for 36 hours which 
is a conservative estimate, it 
would mean that three quar¬ 
ters of our households would 
shelter and feed four persons, 
including children. 

Sierra Madre has also been 
asked to furnish at least one 
first aid team of four men to 
accompany a Forestry fire 
fighting camp of two hundred 
and fifty men in the event of 
a fire in the back hills, Col. 
Morrison said.

“We are charting these riv¬

The surface wind studies re¬ 
cord the movement of that riv¬ 
er.

Hope to Establish Zoning Laws 

Both the upper-wind and the 
air tracer programs are coordi¬ 
nated with the network of 55 
surface wind stations which 
the Los Angeles County Air Pol¬ 
lution Control District has es¬ 
tablished for studying the 
movement of smog. The county 
has approved and supported the 
air tracer survey as a test of 
the validity of wind paths de¬ 
termined from these stations. 
The county is beginning its 
third year of wind observations 
with the stated goal of arriving 
at industrial zoning laws which 
will avoid excessive concentra¬ 
tions of noxious materials in 
any one section of the county. 

Many agencies, including the 
county, cooperate in the balloon 
program. At the Los Angeles 
International Airport near In¬ 
glewood, foundation employees 
work alongside U. S. Weather 
Bureau observers. At Downey, 
North American Aviation lends 
a site, equipment and man¬ 
power to assist foundation ob¬ 
servers. The district conducts 
simultaneous observations at 
its headquarters near Vernon 
with its own meteorologists in 
charge. At the Long Beach Mu¬ 
nicipal Airport, the Air Force 
9th Weather Group detachment 
uses radio direction-finding 
equipment to record the va¬ 
garies of upper winds, as well 
as taking additional visual bal-

SELECTING CHRISTMAS TOYS 

Everyone loves to give gifts 
to children at Christmas time. 
Shopping for toys is never tire¬ 
some; however, friends and rel¬ 
atives and sometimes even par¬ 
ents make unwise selections. 

Toys and other types of play 
equipment are the tools of 
learning for the young child 
Dolls, trains, building blocks 
and picture books are to the 
child what tyepwriters, sewing 
machines and golf clubs are tp 
the parents. 

Just buying a lot of toys does 
not necessarily insure good 
play experiences for your child. 
Toys should be safe, sturdily 
I, _ constructed, suitable to the 
d HoUS6? child’s level of interest, and 
should have many creative pos¬ 
sibilities. 

Safety in Toys 
It hardly seems necessary to 
warn parents and grandparents 
about safety in toys, yet child- 
dren are often injured by sharp 
edges on metal toys and point¬ 
ed objects. Toy manufacturers 
have eliminated the inflam¬ 
mable celluloid and lead 
paints and pins in the eyes of 
cloth animals, but the inex¬ 
pensive metal toys, cars, trucks, 
trains, etc., are so poorly made 
that they soon crack and rust 
and are dangerous to small 
hands. 

A re-evaluation of the cost of 
toys may prove helpful to some 
parents. There are excellent 
wooden toys on the market. 
Sturdily built road equipment 
models in heavy metal—dump 
trucks, tractors, derricks, road 
scrapers, pay-loaders, etc.—are 
available under brand names. 
These are quite expensive, but 
one or two expensive items that 
last will cost no more in the 
long run than many cheaper 
ones that have to be continu¬ 
ally replaced.

There is nothing more frus¬ 
trating and discouraging to a 
child than to have a toy fall 
apart after he is just beginning 
to love it.

U. S. Coast Guard 
Academy Exams 

Congressman Edgar W. Hie- 
stand (R. Calif.) announced 
this week that the competitive 
examinations for entrance to 
the U.S. Coast Guard Academy 
will be held nationwide on Feb. 
28 to March 1, 1955. These ex¬ 
aminations will be given in 109 
cities. 

Congressman Hiestand em¬ 
phasized the opportunity of¬ 
fered young men who choose 
this four year course which 
leads to a bachelor of science 
degree in engineering and a 
commission as a career officer 
in America’s oldest sea-going 
service. 

“There are no appointments 
or geographical quotas for the 
Coast Guard Academy,” he 
said. “I urge all qualified 
young men who are interested 
in a worthwhile profession to 
write for details and applica¬ 
tions as soon as possible to 
Coast Guard Headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. Applications 
must be postmarked on or be¬ 
fore Jan. 15. 

Candidates for the next ex¬ 
amination for the Coast Guard 
Academy must be single, must 
have reached their seventeenth 
but not their twenty-second 
birthdays by July 1, 1955 and 
must be in excellent physical 
condition. 

A high school diploma is the 
minimum educational require¬ 
ment, although high school 
seniors assured of being grad¬ 
uated by June 30 are eligible 
to take the examination if they 
will have at least 15 credits 
by that time. Representative 
Hiestand emphasizes that all 
applicants must have three 
units of English, two of Alge¬ 
bra, and one each of Physics 
and Plane Geometry by grad¬ 
uation.

HOW TO CARE FOR 
CAMELLIAS 

Tolerant and democratic are 
descriptive terms not often ap¬ 
plied to flowers. But the Ca¬ 
mellia rates them. For this col¬ 
lector’s item will perform with 
excellent foliage and blossoms 
in ANY climate of the Pacific 
Coast area and for ANY gard¬ 
ener—given proper consider¬ 
ation. 

Camellias are a California 
pioneer. They were blooming 
profusely in Sacramento in 1858 
and then have been planted 
and grown successfully 
throughout the entire state. 

The gardener wishing to have 
the perfection of form and 
color afforded by Camellias 
should obtain top quality plants 
as recommended by your nur¬ 
seryman. Ask for instructions 
on their care and then follow 
such instructions to the letter. 
Although the Camellia is ex¬ 
tremely soil-and-climate toler¬ 
ant, certain basic requirements 
should be met in growing this 
flower, says the California As¬ 
sociation of Nurserymen. The 
Camellia should be planted in 
an acid soil with perfect drain¬ 
age. Once this is done the gar¬ 
dener should check the follow¬ 
ing growing conditions of the 
plant and meet them con¬ 
stantly: 

1. Camellias should have a 
mulch of peat or compost spread 
about them to keep their roots 
cool and provide a steady sup¬ 
ply of organic material. 

2. Camellias should be fed 
with fertilizers that will cause 
an acid reaction. Apply such 
food for growth in light appli¬ 
cations before new growth 
starts and again four months 
later. 

3. Keep Camellia plants moist 
—use a schedule of watering 
if necessary—based on the 
weather and soil conditions 
about which your nurseryman 
can tell you. 

4. Syringing the leaves in 
summer will promote healthier 
plants. This should not be done 
in mid-day heat, however, for 
the foliage and forming buds 
could be damaged. Some gar¬ 
den authorities advise against 
washing off plants with open 
flowers. 

5. Protect Camellias from the 
sun by planting them under 
filtered shade, in a lath house

is performing a bigger task but 
more efficiently and at less 
cost. We have voluntarily cut 
our budgets and reduced the 
number of employees from 14,- 
904 in 1946 to 5,900 today. 

There is a new will and de¬ 
termination in Washington to 
eliminate chronic duplication 
of effort and activities and to 
cut down expenditures to the 
bone. This spirit stems from the 
President down throughout the 
Government, as well as from 
the halls of Congress. This is 
gratifying because our econom¬ 
ic system, if not our form of 
Government, depends upon the 
utmost effort of all to prevent 
the unnecessary sapping of the 
billions which the Congress 
provides for our national se¬ 
curity and survival in this crit¬ 
ical period. The Office is proud 
of its record in this field. 

Just recently we audited the 
obligation records of the De¬ 
partment of Defense at the re¬ 
quest of the House Committee 
on Appropriations. Taking into 
account what we found, the 
Department revised its figure 
for unobligated funds upward 
by approximately 2.7 billion 
dollars. Then the Committee 
adjusted downward the 1955 
appropriation. 

Congress just required the 
Federal Housings Administra¬ 
tion to repay the Government’s 
$65,000,000 investment in insur¬ 
ance funds of the agency as 
recommended in our audit re¬ 
ports. A study by representa¬ 
tives of the Fiscal Service of 
the Treasury and the GAO led 
to an annual saving of 1.7 mil¬ 
lion ^dollars in the handling of 
savings bonds and the destruc¬ 
tion of worn-out currency. An 
investigation revealed an Air 
Force 1.5 million dollar pur¬ 
chase of fencing, most of which 
was not needed. 

These examples show how 
the the Office serves you as 
taxpayers and how it carries 
out its important role in our 
constitutional system of fiscal 
checks and balances. 


“STRONG RIGHT ARM 
OF CONGRESS"

Congressman Edgar W. Hei- 
stand’s invitation to explain in 
this guest column the work of 
the General Accounting Office 
was a welcome one indeed. 
This is especially true since we 
are one of the few government 
agencies without a press agent. 
Doing our duty to enforce the 
will of Congress as to expendi¬ 
ture of the taxpayers’ money 
has gained us a name as the 
“Strong right arm” of Congress. 

The Office was established in 
1921 as an independent, non¬ 
political agency in the legisla¬ 
tive branch to check on the fi¬ 
nancial transactions of the 
Government. It audits and set¬ 
tles the accounts and claims of 
the Government and prescribes 
basic government accounting 
procedures. It advises and as¬ 
sists the Congress, departments 
and agencies on problems re¬ 
lating to public funds and in¬ 
vestigates all aspects of the re¬ 
ceipt, disbursement and appli¬ 
cation of Government funds. 
Every day Members of Congress 
and committees ask us for as¬ 
sistance on the complex fiscal 
phases of legislation which 
they must consider in perform¬ 
ing their legislative duties. In¬ 
vestigations and special audits 
are made for them, at their re¬ 
quest or under our basic au¬ 
thority. 

The Comptroller General of 
the United States heads the 
GAO. He is appointed to the 
15-year position by the Presi¬ 
dent subject to approval by the 
Senate. He cannot be reappoint¬ 
ed and may not be removed 
except by Congress. 

Former Comptroller General 
Lindsay C. Warren, who retired 
this spring, molded the Office 
into an efficient and hard-hit¬ 
ting agency. During his term, 
the Office recaptured nearly a 
billion dollars of funds illeg¬ 
ally or improperly paid out. 
Even more is being saved by 
our constant effort in coopera¬ 
tion with the executive agen¬ 
cies toward modern and effici¬ 
ent fiscal operations through¬ 
out the Government, and by 
the ferreting out of waste and 
extravagance. Today the GAO

An opportunity for bona fide 
residents of the delivery zone 
of the Sierra Madre post office 
to enter the postal service is 
now open through an examina. 
tion for Clerk and Carrier po¬ 
sitions requiring no experience, 
assistant postmaster Arthur 
Embree said today. Mr. Embree 
said that his department is 
anxious to establish an eligible 
roster as the present supply is 
exhausted. 

Post office work offers paid 
vacations, sick leave benefits, 
and a retirement plan, Mr. Em¬ 
bree said. In addition, a life 
insurance plan covers govern¬ 
ment employees at a low 
rate to them with the govern¬ 
ment carrying part of the ex¬ 
pense. “Fringe benefits” legis¬ 
lation has provided additional 
benefits to post office workers 
in allowing up to $100 a year 
to carriers who wear a uniform 
The entrance pay is $1.6114 
an hour, with steady increases 
provided. Probational appoint¬ 
ments become permanent after 
a year of satisfactory work. 
Veterans are allowed five 
points extra on their earned 
grade and veterans with a com¬ 
pensable disability which will 
not interfere with their work, 
are allowed 10 points extra. 
There is no height requirement. 
Age limits of 18 to 50 years are 
waived for veterans.

BY CONTRACT 

Since so much of our daily 
business rests on contracts, the 
law protects contracts by seeing 
that each person does his part or 
makes up for not doing so, usu¬ 
ally by an award of money dam- 

Suppose you contract with 
someone who later refuses to 
perform his promises. Then, in 
most cases, you can sue him for 
damages. 

Courts often set damages by 
the amount of injury, including 
losses which result from the in¬ 
jury. Example: You pay Mr. 
Carpenter $50 to fix your roof 
while you are away. You warn 
him that damage will be done, 
if rain gets through it. When you 
come back, the roof has not been 
fixed. Rain has leaked into your 
closet and your $300 wardrobe 
is ruined. Odds are that you can 
collect $350 damages from Mr. 
Carpenter.

She was a member of the 
Sierra Madre Historical Society, 
the Dickens Fellowship, and a 
charter member of the Friends 
of the Library. 

Part of her life was spent in 
missionary work with her hus¬ 
band, a physician who worked 
as a medical missionary with 
the Chippewa Indians in Min¬ 
nesota and the Navajos in Ari¬ 
zona. 

Dr. Heagerty, a native of 
Cork, Ireland, had come to this 
country in 1900 after attending 
the Royal College of Surgeons 
in Dublin, Ireland, and the 
University of Edinburgh, Scot¬ 
land. He met his bride-to-be 
while in Minnesota where he 
took post graduate work at the 
University of Minnesota and 
later was graduated from the 
Episcopal Seminary at the Sea- 
bury Divinity School in that 
state. 

After their arrival in Califor¬ 
nia in 1931, Dr. Heagerty serv¬ 
ed as rector in the Episcopal 
church here from 1937 to 1940. 
Having served as a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Army Medical 
Corps during World War I, Dr. 
Heagerty also was active as a 
local Red Cross director and 
medical chief for Civilian De¬ 
fense during World War II. 

Surviving Mrs. Heagerty are 
four sisters, Mrs. Clarence Lar¬ 
sen and Mrs. Elise Hadlock of 
Pasadena, Mrs. Alf Stattle, Pine 
City, Minn., and Mrs. Ralph 
Williams of Tabor, Iowa; and 
one brother, John R. Schwirtz 
of Owatonna, Minn. 

Officiating at the private 
services for Mrs. Heagerty 
Tuesday were the Rev. Craw¬ 
ford W. Brown and the Rev. 
Carl Smith. Funeral direction 
was by Ripple Mortuary. In- 
urment is at Pasadena Mauso¬ 
leum.
